Fall’s Trip to New York. 


The prosecution today intro- 
duced a small but significant piece 
of new evidence recently discov- 
ered in the files of the Interior 
Department. It consisted ‘of a 
travel. voucher, showing that after 
Sinclair had visited Fall at the lat- 
ter’s New Mexico ranch, Christmas, 
1921, Fall returned to Washington, 
but before resuming his duties, 
made a one-day trip to New York. 
It was on the day following this 
trip that Fall received from Sin- 
clair’s New York office the elab- 
Orate application upon which Sin- 
clair was awarded the Teapot 
lease. Fall’s visit to New York 
had not been disclosed before. 

The Christmas visit of Sinclair 
to Fall’s ranch had resulted from 
an appointment made by § “Fall's 
private secretary, who wired his 
vacationing chief ° that Sinclair 


urgently desired to see him. Fall 
replied he would be “much | 
pleased.” The Government’ con-| 
tends that the conspiracy to lease | 
the naval reserve was planned dur- 
ing this visit. 

The care with which i{t was 
worked out, and the futility of Sin- 
clair’s competitors’ efforts to get 
the leasé, were vividly shown by 
evidence disclosing that Sinclair, 
nearly a month ‘before obtaining 
the lease, purchased and deeded 
over to the Government certain 
“cats and dogs” claims which cer- 
tain individuals and corporations 
had advanced against the lands in 
the reserve, 

This was to enable the Govern- 
ment to give Sinclair a clear title 
to the lease. As a matter of fact, 
it has been shown that certain per- 
sons, learning of Fall’s intention to 
lease the reserve to Sinclair, 
“cooked up” claims which § Sin- 
clair purchased to prevent’ the 
claimants from “equealing and thus 
spilling the beans.’ 

Never Consulted About 2 Leases. 
E. C. Finney, who was assistant 
Secretary of the Interior under 
Fall and still is, testified today that 
Fall never consulted him about the 
lease, and he did not know it had 
been signed, until six days later. 
There was no public notice of the 
lease, and no advertisement for 
bids, although that had been the 
practice in the department. 
Finney said that the only oil 
leases ever granted by Fall, about 
which Finney was not consulted, 
were the lease of the Elk Hills Re- 
serve to E. L. Doheny and of Tea- 
pot Dome to Sinclair. Fall told 
him he was handling those mat- 
ters personally and sent a memor- 
randum to bureau chiefs that they 
were to give out no information of 
any kind or character on that sub- 
ject. 

Fall divulged to Finney and C. 
B. Stafford, his secretary, that he 
had leased Teapot Dome, April 7 
but admonished them that the fact 
must not be allowed to become 
known until he had completed the 
leasing of the Elk Hills Reserve to 
Doheny. 

“He was leaving for New Mex- 
ico,” said Finney. “He showed us 
the lease in a drawer of his desk, 
then locked it, and gave Stafford 
the key.” 

Urged Secrecy on Denhy. 

Fall also sent a note to Secre- 
tary of the Navy Denby. stating 
that he was leasing both reserves, 
but asking him to say nothing 
about it. At the same time, he was 
replying to other applicants § for 
leases by saying that no _ leases 
would be granted. 

One of the most notable features 
of the present trial is the extraor- 
dinary part being taken by Sinclair 
himself.

J. W. Zevely’s Deposition Read.

This first dealt with the 
visit of Sinclair and Zevely to 
Three Rivers, N. M., in 1921, and 
the attorney said that on that oc- 
casion Sinclair had asked Fall ;

Zevely, in the deposition, said | 
that he had no knowledge of a 
meeting between Fall and Sinclair 
during the time which elapsed be- 
tween the Tres Ritos visit and the 
submission by Sinclair in Febru- 
ary, 1922, of a formal proposition 
to lease Teapot Dome. 

The deposition described the ne- 
gotiation for the lease, saying that 
Zevely and Sinclair had conducted 
these with Fall. 
Stanford, the deposition said, bore 
the brunt in drawing the lease. 


Fall’s Advisers Mentioned. 

Martin W. Littleton, defense 
counsel, followed Roberts with a 
reading of excerpts from the cross- 
examination of Zevely in the de- 
position. These attributed some of 
the responsibility for the terms of 
the lease to Fall's advisers in the 
Interior Department and to Navy 
Department officia]s. Sinclair was 
quoted as objecting to portions of 
the leasing terms, and this was 
said to have resulted in dealings 
back and forth between him and 
Fall, which lasted over three 
weeks.

Government counsel then offered 
in evidence the actual lease of Tea- 
pot Dome, which was signed April] 
7, 1922, by Fall.

ithe United States Constitution as 
proposed in said resolution would 


be to perpetuate the fundamental 
error involved in the eighteenth 
amendment, the only cure for 
which is a repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment... . 

“The eighteenth amendment 
should not be amended. It should 
be repealed. If the American sys- 
tem of government of a union of 
self-zoverning states is to be per- 
petuated, if government of the peo- 
ple, by the people and for the peo- 
ple is not to perish from the earth, 
the time has come when the public 
conscience must be aroused in op- 
position to revolutionary changes 
in our Government, always sugar- 
coated with loud asservations about 
some moral cause. 

“This is not a wet and dry ques- 
tion. It is a very serious funda-

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imental question of which the wet 


and dry question is only an inci- 
dent. ... The adoption of the 
eighteenth amendment was, in the 
entire history of the American re- 
public, the first violation of the 
American system of government: 
an indestructible union of inde- 
structible states. It is today the 
Benedict Arnold provision of the 
Constitution, destructive of a gov- 
ernmental system created through 
the sacrifice of the blood of patri- 
ots, under the inspiration of a di- 
vine Providence.”

‘THREE-DAY HARVEST SEASON 
ON GIGANTIC FLAT CLAMS | 


Bivalves Off New England Coast 
So Large Only Few Go Into | 
16-Quart Pail. ' 

By the Associated Press. | 

SOUTH DUXBURY, Mass., Aneh| 
11.—Once a year nature declares 
an open seson on “flat clams” off 
this stretch of New England's 
coast. After a few days she closes 
the season against the diggers for 
another year. 

The bivalves are given the name 
“flat clams” by residents of this | 
| Section because they actually are 
flat. They are as large as saucers | 
| and white in color. They are pro- 
' tected during the greater part of 
the year because they lie in mud 
|'where the water is deep except 
| during the time of the year when | 

the tide falls to its lowest ebb. 

| When the tide fell away this 
‘spring, leaving the mud flats ex- 
| posed, thousands of flat clam dig- 
gers were on the scene to make 
'their annual harvest. At a single 
time 2200 persons dotted a stretch 
of flats three to four miles long. 
Automobiles from far inland were 
parked along the shore. 

One digger came away with 
Clams that were so large that only 
15 or 16 could be crowded into a 
16-quart pail. Now and then clams 
were turned up whose circumfer- | 
ence was larger than that of a din- 
ner plate. 

The tides fall low enough for 
these operations for only two or 
three days. Then fhe mud flats in 
which the clams hibernate are coy- 
ered by the rising ocean waters 
for another long season.

Primary election day was clean-up day in Chicago 
and the whole State of Illinois. The anti-Small, antl- 
Smith, anti-Thompson, anti-Crowe® ticket won by 
smashing majorities. 

The lead of Secretary of State Emmerson over Gov. 
Small, whose official record was a blot on the State, 
was 293,000 in the latest returns. 

Frank L. Smith, who was rejected by the Senate 
on account of his huge slush fund, supplied mainly 
by Samuel Insull, public utility magnate, {s behind 
Otis F. Glenn by 151,000 votes. 

Apparently, John A. S\uucon, the leading candi- 
date for State’s Atiorney in Cook County, has de- 
feated Robert E. Crowe, the present incumbent and 
Thompson ally. 

Oscar Carlstrom, the anti-Small candidate for At- 
torney-General, has defeated his opponent, Bailey, for 
the Attorney-General nomination.

The primary made a rough day for Chicago, where 
thuggery was at its worst.

A NEEDED STATE REFORM. 

The Associated Industries of Missouri is accumu- 
lating facts from the official records which point to 
the need of a budget system and the reorganizing of 
the State departments on an economical and efficient 
basis. Its Iatest report shows a great increase in the 
expenditure of elective State officials since the fiscal 
year 1901-1902. The total increase for five elective 
officials was from $165,231.54 to $1,625,965.91. The

last mentioned figure is the amount expended in| 


1925-1926. 


The Secretary of State’s expenditures rose from 


$62,649.67 in 1901-1902 to $1,055,983.92, or an in- 
crease of 825.97 per cent. 


The other elective officials whose records are 
given show increases in expenditures far less than | 


that of the Secretary of State, but they are consid- 
erable. The Governor’s expenditures rose, in -round 
numbers, from $23,000 to $38,000. The maintenance 
of the Governor’s mansion rose from $6600 to $26,900. 
The expenditures of the State Treasurer were in- 
creased from $20,900 to $157,000. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s from $16,000 to $150,000. And the State Audi- 
tor’s from $35,000 to $195,000. 


The increase in the expenditures of these five elec- | 
tive officials is three times that for education, yet | 


improvement of educational facilities for the State 
has been urged for years in State campaigns.

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KANSAS CITY’S CIGARETTE TAX. 
Like most cities, Kansas City finds maintenance 


costs increasing, and is trying out tax innovations to | 


keep pace with them. 

The Missouri Supreme Court has just held the 
Kansas City cigarette tax valid. It is a 20 per cent 
sales tax, or 4 cents upon a 20-cent package of cig- 
arettes. It is said that the effect of the tax has been 
to accelerate mail order shipments and drive people 


‘across the State line into Kansas for cigarettes, but 


the City Treasury liked it well enough to defend it 
valiantly when it was attacked. 

St. Louis is not a great experimenter in taxes. 
There is, of course, the famous mill tax upon street 
car fares. This yields from $240,000 to $250,000 an- | 


mill taxes. It has just received a check for $28,371 


as a quarterly dividend upon this stock. There fs, | 


too, the tax of one-half cent per gallon upon gasoline 
sales, which yields the city about $225,000 annually. 
This has never been tested in the courts. The deci- 
sion on the Kansas City cigarette tax seems to argue 
its validity. However, it is quite well known that 
if the entire receipts from it could be guaranteed to 
the streets, on which traffic has multiplied so many 
times, the gasoline dealers would be willing to in- 
crease the sales tax to 1 cent a gallon. 

Comptroller Nolte has tried three times to get 
through the Board of Aldermen a tax of $250 an- 
nually on soft drink parlors, of which there are from 


two to three thousand in the city. His efforts have | 
always failed.

The Family Tree of the Skyscraper 


Louis Sullivan, for His Design of the Wainwright Building in St. Louis, Is Termed. 
the Father of the Skyscraper; His Idea of Structural Expression, However, 
Gave Way to the Conceptions of Abstract Form and Classical Balance.

ROM the artistic point of view, Louis 
F Sullivan might be called the Father of 

the Skyscraper. His first problem was 
the novel one of the. steel-frame office 
building. The frame had to be encased for 
protection against fire. How might its in- 
dispensable presence be expressed? How 
might the monstrous, unprecedented pile 
be given artistic form? ‘He felt at once 
that the new form of engineering was revo- 
lutionary, demanding an equally revolu- 
tionary architectural mode. That masonry 
construction in so far as tall buildings were 
concerned, was a thing of the past, to be 
forgotten, that the mind might be free to 
face and solve new problems in new func- 
tional forms. That the old idea of super- 
imposition must give way before the sense 
of vertical continuity.” So Sullivan wrote 
in his autobiography, a generation later. 
The Wainwright: Building in St. Louis, de- 
signed before the close of the year, was 
the perfect embodiment of this idea. 

In the Wainwright Building wall surface 
was abandoned for a system of piers and 
panels which symbolized the concentrated 
support of the steel piers. That the terra 
cotta which gave fire protection was not 
self-supporting masonry, but a mere cas- 
ing, was expressed with success by a deli- 
cate surface ornament. The height was 
emphasized by unbroken continuity of the 
multiplied vertical piers. The building be- 
came indeed “every inch a proud and soar- 
ing thing,” filled with the “force and power 
of altitude.’’ 

In the design Sullivan rose superior to 
any merely mechanical theory of expres- 
sion. He achieved unity of form arbitrarily. 
The steel occurs only at alternate piers, yet 
all the panels are alike. The artist has 
felt, not calculated. The building is vitally 
unified in a form deeply felt by its creator.

NE of the first movements to restore 


the supremacy of abstract form was 
gathering force in American architecture in 
the New York of the late ’eighties. Its 
standard bearers were McKim, Mead and 
White. Their stimulus to a calmer unity of 
form came from one of their designers, the 
gifted and. unfortunate Joseph Morrill] 
Wells, whose ideals became those of his 
Sreat associates. Like men in other periods 
of renewed interest in unity and purity of 
form—the fifteenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies—they turned to the classic, whose 
pre-eminent manifestations of pure Or ab- 
stract form were opposed to a structural] or 
plastic emphasis. Its elements—masses and 
spaces of geometrical simplicity—offered an 
established language widely understood. 
For this second classic revival there was 
little stimulus in contemporary Europe. It 
was American in its origin and was to re- 
main American in its leadership. Although 
the leaders were men of European train- 
ing, it was not the style of their French 
masters which determined theirs, To char- 
acteristic emphasis and lavish dynamic 
energy, they opposed an almost mathemati- 
cal simplicity, a Dorian harmony. It can 
searcely be doubted that the underlying in- 
fluence must be sought in the heritage of 
classic monuments dating from the forma- 
tive period of America, which McKim and 
his associates had been the first to appre- 


ciate. Thus the founders of the' republic, 
after a half-century of ‘confusion, once 
more imposed their artistic ideal. McKim, 
Mead and White used classic elements, to 
be sure, but they were not merely imitative. 

In the design of tall buildings, Sullivan’s 
expression of altitude by accenting the ver- 
tical lines long imposed itself, not only on 
the few who, like him, sought to abandon 
inherited forms, but on their antagonists. 
For a score of years it held undisputed 
sway in this, its first province. Even men 
who were content to choose here and there 
among the historic styles, gave at least lip 
service to “structural impression.” When 
Woolworth called on Cass Gilbert to sur- 
pass all other buildings in height, he turned 
for precedent to the Gothic, with its soar- 
ing lines, and raised a cathedral of com- 
merce, 

Even the most consistent devotees of ab- 
stract form and classical balance did not 
remain untouched by these examples. In 
the New York Municipal Building, their 
first true skyscraper, McKim, Mead and 
White marked the lines of the steel col- 
umns by shallow vertical strips. Above, an 
arbitrary abstract form—circular crown of 
columns—contrasted with the structural ex- 
pression below.

UT the skyscraper, the very stronghold 


of the defenders of functional expres- 
sion, was ultimately to be captured, at 
least for a moment, by the champions of 
form. Their victory came on the building 
of the Century Holding Company, the first 
of the “millionaire apartments” built on 
Fifth Avenue shortly before the war. Here 


McKim and hjs associates no longer com-~ 


promised, but were true to their own im- 
plicit theory of form. The steel frame dis- 
appeared behind tall, curtain walls of un- 
broken masonry, the merits of which lay 
in uniformity, rhythm and proportion. Al- 
most simultaneously rose Platt’s lLeader- 
News Building in Cleveland with its vast 
plane surfaces of grooved stone. To the 
vertical lines of Sullivan’s high buildings, 
identical with them in mass, they opposed 
horizontal cornices, horizontal belts, and 
horizontal lines. To the suggestion of the 
serried trunks of the forest they opposed 
that of the sheer cliff of bedded stone, 
equally impressive in its loftiness.

The multitude of high apartment build- 
ings east of Central Park followed the new 
example with one accord. The Federal Ke- 
serve Bank raised its vast precipices in the 
narrow canyons downtown. For better or 
for worse, the struggle to express the steel 
frame, so crucial in the ‘nineties, became 
a dead issue. 

At the height of the classical flood, Louis 
Sullivan, aged and defeated but still un- 
daunted, re@fused to believe his ship had 
sunk, but spoke of it as a submarine, dt 
did indeed continue to move beneath the 
surface, borne on by an undercurrent. 
When he hed again to do with steel, in 
the Guaranty or Prudential Bullding in 
Buffalo, he repeated the formulas of the 
Wainwright Building with little modifica- 
tion. Thus, in the phrase of Wright, his 
chief artistic heir, Sullivan remained essen- 
tially @ man of one building.

"Two bills have claimed our ut- 
tention during this session of Con- 
gress: The McNary-Woodruff bill 
for the protection of watersheds <f 
navigable streams and the McNary- 
McSweeney forest research bill. 
The General Federation has always 
consigtently stood for such scien- 
tific research as this bill proposes. 
More clubs are studying forestry 
and conservation today than ever 
before and during Forest week they 
will co-operate with schools, with 
patriotic and oaivic organisations. 
not only in planting trees and me- 
morial avenues, but in fixing public 
attention on the value and impo-- 
tance of trees and the obligation of 
every citizen to protect them.” 

National Garden week, April 15- 
22, is another national week which 
the General Federation observas.

TONSILS AND 


THE THROAT

tonsils appears to be about the 
same among white and colored 
children in communities where 
few tonsils .have been removed. 
In other localities the larger pro- 
portion of white children who 
have had their tonsils removed 
probably accounts for the slight 
difference in the prevalence of de- 
fective tonsils. 

The prevalence of defective ton- 
sils does not seem to be signifi- 
cantly greater in rural than in 
urban districts. As might have 
been expected, however, the 
moval of the tonsils was found to 
be considerably more frequent in 
the urban groups examined than 
in the rural. 

The prevalence of defective ton- 
sils seems to vary somewhat with 
the season of the year, but the 
variation is less than the variation 
in the incidence of acute tonsilitis 
and sore throat. The maximum 
prevalence of defective tonsils ap- 
pears.to be reached about the 
month of April, a period of two or 
three months after the maximum 
incidence of acute tonsilitis and 
sore throat and of colds. 

Tonsilitis and related throat 
conditions are relatively unimpor- 
tant as causes of death. In about 
75 per cent of the deaths in which 
some disease of the pharynx is 
involved, some other cause is 
specified either as the primary or 
as a complicating cause of death. 
The most common diseases certi- 
fied as joint causes with diseases 
of the pharynx are, in the order 
of their frequency, heart disease, 
pneumonia, septicemia, nephritis, 
rheumatism, bronchitis and tuber- 
culosis. 

The frequency of removal of 
tonsils varies greatly in different 
sections of the country. In gen- 
eral, as already stated, the more 
urban the district, the larger the 
percentage of persons who have 
had their tonsils removed. 

The incidence of sore throat 
seems to be more than twice as 
great for schoo) children with de- 
fective tonsils as for those whose 
tonsils have been removed. The 
incidence of sore throat appears 
to be less among children with 
normal! tonsils than among those 
with defective tonsils. 

Respiratory diseases other than 
tonsilitis appear to be somewhat 
more frequent among children with 
defective tonsils than among those 
with normal tonsils or with tonsils 
removed. Among adults there 
seems to be little difference in the 
incidence of these respiratory dis-

The results of the physical ex- 
amination suggest that adenoids, 
enlarged cervical glands, conjunc- 
tivitis, eye strain and decayed 
teeth all tend to be slightly more 
preyalent among children with de- 
fective tonsils than among chil« 
dren with normal tonsils or with 
tonsils removed. 

Filled teeth are more prevalent 
among children whose tonsils havé 
been removed, indicating that the 
tonsillectomized children are a 
somewhat selected group, coming 
from families that are more able 
or more willing to secure the cor- 
rection of remediable physical de- 
fects in their children, 

Height and weight measure- 
ments and records of growth in 
weight over a period of nine 
months for a group of school chil- 
dren did not show any advantage 
in the growth of one tonsil group 
over another. Data from the liter- 
ature seem to indicate a more 
rapid growth immediately follow- 
ing the removal of tonsils; but this 
tendency does not appear to con- 
tinue for any extended period of 
time.
